Man Attempted to Bu y a Tire at

A professional check 
forger 
appeared in Ru shville Satu rday 
evening, and after 
trying 
at 
least 3 other places, passed a 
bad check for $35 at the Morris 
Hardware store in payment for a 
cross-cu t saw valu ed at 
$5.50. 
and a similar check at the Mau - 
zy company for a pair of shoes 
valu ed at $5. The rest was re­ 
ceived in cash. 
The man was described as be­ 
ing short and heavy set 
and 
wearing work clothes. He 
ap­ 
peared at the store Satu rday ev­ 
ening and told the clerk that he 
was employed at cu tting wood in 
the sou thern part of the cou nty 
and wanted to bu y a saw. 
He 
made his selection and gave t*he 
check in jayment. When 
pre­ 
sented at the bank this morning 
it was declared a forgery. 
The check was drawn on the 
Ru sh Cou nty bank and 
was 
made ou t to John Blevins 
and 
signed with the name of C. H. 
McBride. In some manner su s­ 
picion was arou sed and the po ­ 
lice were called bu t cou ld get no 
trace of their man Satu rday. Re­ 
ports were made by at least two ! 
other bu siness hou ses that thev | 
had been approached by 
the 
j 
same person. 
The check given at the Mau zy ' 
store was a du plicate of the one j 
passed at the Morris Hardware 
i 
store being for $35 on the Ru sh 
cou nty bank, signed with 
the 
r» nme of McBride and made pay­ 
able to Blevins. The clerk at the 
Mau zv store believed that he had 
seen the man on the streets of 
this city on several 
occasions 
and thou ght th at the check was 
u ndou btedly good. 
The checks were made ou t in 
pencil and the penship 
was 
not u nu su ally good. Each check 
bore one endorsement, th at 
of 
the name to whom the 
check 
was made payable, John Blevins. 
The first place he is known to 
have approached was the 
Ur- 
bach Tire and Battery shop at 
Perkins and Second streets where 
he attem pted to bu v a new au to­ 
mobile tire and tu be. 
/ After making his selection the 
man told a story 
of 
having 
bou t a tire at Mays and having 
it to blow ou t after ru nning only 
fou r miles. This incredible story 
arou sed Mr. Urbach’s su spicion 
and when the stranger offered a 
check for $35 in payment for the 
tire, he declined to cash it. 
Mr. Urbach told the cu stomer 
th at his men always 
exnected 
their pay on Satu rday night in 
cash and th at he did not have 
enou gh monev on hand to cash 
this large a check. The stranger 
then stated that he had a pu r­ 
chase to make at the Triangle 
garage and he wou ld be back for 
the tire after getting the check 
cashed there.

The Ru shville Elk’s observed 
their annu al memorial services 
for departed members Su nday 
afternoon

rooms. A large nu mber witnessed 
the impressive and 
beau tifu l 
service th at is held each year by 
this lodge. 
Arthu r L. Gilliom of Sou th 
Bend was the speaker for the 
occasion. “All of u s,” he said, 
“are explorers into the great u n­ 
known. The astronomer probes 
into the physical infinite with 
his great telescopes. No less does 
the explorer probe into the spiri­ 
tu al infinite with the materials 
at hand.” 
The speaker told his au dience 
some of the staggering distances 
that one ru ns u p against when 
stu dying the stars and express­ 
ed a belief th at a first hand ex­ 
perience with astronomy wou ld 
leave one with a great sense of 
hu mility. 
The discoveries in the physical 
world, he stated, are adapted 
into ou r everyday experience, 
no less so, however, than discov­ 
eries in the spiritu al world. The

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A SYSTEM THAT IS AT FAULT. 
Amid all the charges an d coun ter-charges 
that have filled the air sin ce the steamer Vestris 
wen t down , Felix Riesen berg comes forward with 
an article in the Nation which seems to us to be 
pack ed with good sen se. 
Riesen berg is qualified to speak , as he has 
spen t y ears at sea, servin g as a master himself 
before he came ashore an d took to writin g. 
He 
had his appren ticeship in the day s of square sail, 
an d is n o lan dsman talk in g about somethin g of 
which he is ign oran t. 
He holds Captain Carey largely respon sible 
for the trouble. He acquits him of the charge of 
cowardice, but blames him for failin g to call help 
earlier. 
But he does n ot greatly blame the cap­ 
tain as an in dividual; he poin ts out that he was 
a represen tative of a sy stem — a n ew sy stem 
brought on by modern con dition s, that is reduc­ 
in g the sea captain from his old position of re­ 
spon sibility an d comman d to the position of a 
sort of glorified clerk . 
In the old day s, he poin ts out, the master c.f 
a ship was respon sible for every thin g aboard. 
He supervised its loadin g. He k n ew, of his own 
k n owledge, whether or n ot the hull was in good 
shape. 
He whipped his crew in to shape an d 
made sailors of them. 
He took suggestion s from 
n o man ; his value to his employ er was so great 
that, in case of mishap at sea, he had n o outside 
in fluen ce to share his own decision . 
The modern captain , say s Riesen berg, has 
fallen from that high estate. 
His ship is loaded 
for him; if the cargo is placed improperly he 
does n ot k n ow it un til he strik es a gale an d it 
shifts on him. The hull is in spected for him an d 
he tak es the in spector’s word for it. His crew is 
apt to chan ge with each voy age an d he sldom 
has the chan ce to train them in seaman ship. 
His employ ers impress him so earn estly with the 
n ecessity of k eepin g costs down that if an acciden t 
happen s, he may , lik e Captain Carey , delay a 
call for help un til it is toó late, simply in 
the 
hope of savin g dollars for them. 
This Riesen berg feels, it is the sy stem that 
must be con demn ey in the Vestric tragedy . The 
magn ificen t seaman ship of the old day s is n ot 
so common n owaday s. 
The captain , relieved of 
so much respon sibility , may be an in ferior man 
an d still hold his job. 
He may feel compelled 
to tak e an ill-equipped or un seaworthy craft to 


sea by the pressure of the pursuits of profits. 
Riesenberg’s remarks are 
worthy of deep 
consideation. 
They are a caustic commentary 
on modern conditions in the shipping world.

outside of the circle of politics 
and patronage which usually 
closes in on an incoming presi- 
dent. 


Bv all of the rules it was a 


Coolidge congress, elected to 
serve with him, but neverthe- 
less, the figure of Hoover, now 
on a good will trip to this 
na- 


tion's southern neighbors, bulkad 
as a major factor in the deter- 
mination of what should be done 
during the three months session, 
and the way to do it. 


It was a more or less bewild- 


ered congress. There was plenty 
of work to be done, and that 
work was clearly outlined, but 
the campaign has brought in 
new issues which might make a 
lively session out of it. 


At the very outset there was a 


dispute over the questions of 
farm relief and the tariff. Some 
wanted farm relief right away. 
Some wanted tariff revision- 
upward—immediately, and some 
wanted the two issues separated 
with farm relief now and fariff 
legislation later. Chairman Haw- 
ley of the house ways and means 
committee undertook to settle 
the issue by calling his republi- 
can colleagues into session 10 
determine what should be done. 
The democrats had little to say.

A SYSTEM THAT IS AT FAULT. 


Amid all the charges and counter-charges 


that have filled the air since the steamer Vestris 
went down, Felix Eiesenberg comes forward with 
an article in the Nation which seems to us to be 
packed with good sense. 


Riesenberg is qualified to speak, as he has 


spent years at sea, serving as a master himself 
before he came ashore and took to writing. He 
had his apprenticeship in the days of square sail, 
and is no landsman talking about something of 
which he is ignorant. • 


He holds Captain Carey largely responsible 


for the trouble. He acquits him of the charge of 
cowardice, but blames him for failing to call help 
earlier. But he does not greatly blame the cap- 
tain as an individual; he points out that he was 
a representative of a system — a new system 
brought on by modern conditions, that is reduc- 
ing the sea captain from his old position of re- 
sponsibility and command to the position of a 
sort of glorified clerk. 


In the old days, he points out, tne master cf 


a ship was responsible for everything aboard. 
He supervised its loading. He knew, of his own 
knowledge, whether or not the hull was in good 
shape. 
He whipped his crew into shape and 


made sailors of them. He took suggestions from 
no man; his value to his employer was so great 
that, in case of mishap at sea, he had no outside 
influence to share his own decision. 


The modern captain, says Riesenberg, has 


fallen from that high estate. His ship is loaded 
for him; if the cargo is placed improperly he 
does not know it until he strikes a gale and it 
shifts on him. The hull is inspected for him and 
he takes the inspector's word for it. His crew is 
apt to change with each voyage and he sldom 
has the chance to train them in 
seamanship. 


His employers impress him so earnestly with the 
necessity of keeping costs down that if an accident 
happens, he may, like Captain Carey, delay a 
call for help until it is tod' late, simply in 
the 


hope of saving dollars for them. 


This Riesenberg feels, it is the system that 


must be condemney in the Vestric tragedy. The 
magnificent seamanship of the old days is not 
so common nowadays. The captain, relieved of 
so much responsibility, may be an inferior man 
and still hold his job. He, may feel compelled 
to take an ill-equipped or unseaworthy craft to 


sea by the pressure of the pursuits of profits. 


Riesenberg's remarks are 
worthy of deep 


consideation. 
They are a caustic commentary 


on modern conditions in the shipping world.

the university's best interests. The welfare of 
the students is the first consideration; and most 
educators agree that students get along better 
when housed in regular domitories than when 
scattered through a group of private houses. No 
college or university could ever house its students 
properly if the wishes of the rooming-house pro- 
prietors were the prime consideration.
